To the Editor: These lines appeared 
in a magazine article a few weeks ago: 

Between the optimist an i the pessimist

We can safely say that we do not 
know of any pessimists in Sierra Madre. ' 
We are all optimists here, or we ought 
to be. Blessed with a grand climate, 
pure water, mountain and valley scen¬ 
ery, flowers, fruits, walks, drives and 
cultured people, we are indeed a 
ideal community, but there is one thing 
we are overlooking and that is adequate 
fire protection. With the great number 
of buildings that are being erected, and 
those that are in contemplation, some¬ 
thing ought to be done along these 
lines. We are rapidly passing from a 
village into a city We are classed as a 
city of the sixth class. We are en¬ 
dowed with a good board of city 
fathers. We are gradually forging 
ahead along municipal lines, but we 
should take up this question of fire 
protection and do something. There 
is no question that if the matter is 
taken up, something can be done. We 
have plenty of good material here for 
the organization of a volunteer fire j 
company. The first steps should be ] 
the purchase of an apparatus and the ^ 
securing of suitable headquarters j 
to maintain the same. The question of i 
fire hydrants should be looked into. , 
Surely some method can be employed r 
for the use of the water in the case of a c 
conflagation. The amount used in 
quenching a fire could be paid for by c 
the city. It is said that the water board ‘ 
will not permit its water to be used in c 
case of fire, except by the owner on t 
whose premises the fire occurs. Surely c 
this must be a misstatement. Does any- g 
one think for a moment that there are t 
people in this town who would stand t 
idly by and see their neighbor’s proper- i 
ty burn without raising a hand, with- t 
out turning on the water from their n 
own premises and using it in a case of t: 
this kind. Public opinion would not n 
sanction such an attitude, yet this t< 
statement was quoted. Walk about the ii 
town and see the great strides we are t 
making in the way of buildings. See w 
how in some sections the buildings are p 
huddled together, and then think what p 
might occur if a fire broke out in such c 
a section, especially, if there was a high a 
wind; and we are not free from high ti 
winds, although they are rare. Ihe 
time is bound to come when we will n 
have to do something to meet this y, 
danger. Every city of any note has p 
had to meet this issue. Surely we have c 
enough public spirited citizens to do n 
something. Let us organize and S] 
equip a volunteer fire department. If 
we do have a disastrous fire and are u

5 Gttle Attention Paid to Ordinande 
Prohibiting Shooting in City. 

Evidently there are some citizens 
who are not aware that there is a city 
ordinance prohibiting shooting within 
the city limits. This ordinance was 
passed some months ago, and prohibits 
shooting anywhere within the city, 
whether it be on private or public 
property. Numerous applications have 
been made to the board of trustees to 
permit target practice, and shooting 
within one's property, but the board 
has refused to grant any permits of 
this character; and it is well, for where 
could the line be drawn? 

Marshal Caley has been kept busy 
calling attention to this ordinance, as 
promiscuous shooting has been going 
on in different quarters of the town. 
On Sunday last his attention was called 
to a very flagrant case right in the 
center of town, and although the party 
was seen in the act, cot once but several 
times, he denied that any shooting was 
being done by him. It might be said 
that after the marshal interviewed him 
no more shots were heard, and the 
party abandoned his target practice. 
Surprise was expressed by him that he 
could not shoot on his own premises. ! 

Several months ago a stray bullet 
entered the home of a resident of 
Sierra Madre, and narrowly missed his 
little child; the bullet entering the 
pillow on which she was lying at the 
time. Just previously another stray 
shot entered the home of a lady on 
Baldwin avenue, barely missing her. 

It was a stray bullet that caused the 
sad death of a man near the Hastings’ 
ranch. We are getting too thickly 
settled for any more shooting or target 
practice in our limits. There are 
plenty of places adjacent to the town 
where this can be done without any 
harm or hinderance. The ordinance 
should be enforced. 


ALL MUST FUMIGATE 

Horticultural Commission Says 
Spraying Will Not Count-Will 
Enforce Fumigation. 


The county board of horticultural 
commission, representatives of which 
body have been in Sierra Madre for 
some time, are serving notices upon 
owners of fruit trees that the scale must 
be eradicated within ten days. Failing 
in this the commission will send fumi- 
gators to do the work, charging the ex¬ 
pense to the owner. 

The commission holds that fumiga¬ 
tion is the only means to eradicate the 
pest other than cutting out and burning 
the trees. 

While recognizing the necessity of 
eradicating the scale, it is apparent that 
the enforcement of the order will work 
a hardship on many people in this city 
and vicinity who have this fall and win¬ 
ter had their trees sprayed at a consid¬ 
erable expense, and must now pay the 
greater cost of fumigating. 

If the commission is to enforce the 
work, it would seem but just that it put 
a stop to the operation of spraying 
outfits in this country, if, as it asserts, 
the spraying is ineffectual and of no 
value. Of course, in consideration of 
the price paid, the commission will 
guarantee to exterminate the insects.

Franchise is Taxed. 

Tax Collector Welch has been ad¬ 
vised by the district attorney’s office 
that it is his duty to collect from the 
Los Angeles Railway company the 
$43,000 due on its state franchise.

In the most primitive society the 
ghts of property are recognized and 
respected. In its beginnings law has 
largely to do with the protection of 
property. It puts a wall of defense 
around a man’s possessions, and pun¬ 
ishes the person who takes them from 
him without rendering to him a satis¬ 
factory equivalent. 

Stealing is wrongful possession. In 
its direct form, of picking a man’s 
pocket, or burglarizing his house, it is 
looked upon as coarse and vulgar. Com¬ 
mon thievery is without social respect, 
but dexterity in appropriating the 
property of another in the ways of trade 
is looked upon as smartness and is ex¬ 
tolled as an evidence of business 
acumen. If one is rich, the passion for 
petty stealing is called kleptomania; if 
he is poor it is called theft. 

In the fierce rivalries of business, 
honesty is tested. Business is founded 
upon the law of interdependence. It is 
meant to be, and at its best it is, an em¬ 
bodiment of the doctrine of the brother¬ 
hood of man. As man advances in 
civilization his wants multiply and an 
exchange of commodities is called for. 
This tends to bring people together. It 
also leads them to see that their inter¬ 
ests are mutual and that in seeking the 
welfare of others they are furthering 
their owrt. Commercial dishonesty in 
every form is a violation of this funda¬ 
mental law upon which society is con¬ 
structed. No man has a right to enrich 
himself by impoverishing others. Much 
less has he a right to prey upon the un¬ 
fortunate. Every business transaction 
should be mutually beneficial. Tested 
by this rule, gambling, whether it be 
gambling on the turf or on the stock 
exchange, is condemned. It is an at¬ 
tempt to get something for nothing. It 
renders no equivalent for the money 
abstracted from the pocket of another. 
When stripped of its disguise it is seen 
to be stealing, and stealing in every 
form is an unbrotherly act—a violation 
of the law of love. This is the basis of 
Paul’s reasoning in the words, “Let him 
that stole steal no more, but rather let 
$1.00 i him labor, working with his hands that 
N. i which is good, that he may have where- 
| with to give him that is in need.” That 
is to say: Let no man be a social para- 
! cite, living off others, selfishly appro¬ 
priating to himself that which belongs 
to them, but let him engage in honest 
! toil, that out of what he earns he may 
pay his social debts, giving to those 
who are in need, rather than fleecing 
others of what they possess. 

There is no more severe test of char- 
! acter than the way in which a man ac- 
■ quires property, except perhaps it be 
1 how he uses it. Hence we admire the 
: testimony of the merchant who, when

ations, clutching at honors which do 
net belong to him and robbing another 
of his rights; or when on the athletic 
field underhand methods are resorted 
to in order to win the game. That the 
perpetrators of these and all other 
forms of deceit are at heart ashamed of 
their conduct is evident from their ef¬ 
forts at concealment. They are afraid 
to come into the open, for their self- 
accusing conscience tells them that this 
knowledge of their dastardly deed 
would cover them with universal in¬ 
famy. We are told to “walk honestly 
as in the day,” the* is to be transparent 
in our motives in dealing with others— 
free from duplicity, open and above 
board, so that we may at once retain 
our own self respect and win the re¬ 
spect of others. 

It is not enough to accept and adopt 
the maxim, “Honesty is the best policy,” 
for as has been said, he who acts upon 
that rule is not an honest man. Hon¬ 
esty is to be accepted and adopted not 
as a policy, but as a principle. It is to 
be followed for its own sweet sake and 
not for the gain it may bring. Every 
one whose heart is right will say: 

‘ Were there no heaven or hell, I 
should be honest." 

And in every situation he will ask, 
“Let uprightness and integrity preserve 
me.” We will not take shelter behind 
the corporation of which he is a mem¬ 
ber and silently sanction things which 
he would not do as an individual, but 
will endeavor to live above suspicion, 
scorning the doctrine that every man 
has his price, and by providing things 
honest in the sight of all men, afford to 
the world an illustration of the words, 
“An honest man's noblest work of God.” 


is, riches gotten unrighteously. No one 
grudges the successful man the riches 
which he has fairly and honestly won, 
but all unjust gains cover their pos¬ 
sessor with dishonor and shame. 

Nowhere else is human nature put to 
a greater strain than in the market. On 
the side of the seller there is a strong 
temptation to overreach, but the wrong 
is often on the side of the buyer. 

“It is naught, it is naught saith the 
buyer: and when he is gone his way, 
then he boasteth.” 

He chuckles over his smartness in 
depreciating the article he has bought, 
thus securing it below the actual value. 
He boasts at having gotten it for next 
to nothing and laughs in his sleeve at 
the person he has duped. 

It is told of the son of a horse dealer 
that when once called upon unexpect¬ 
edly by his father to mount a horse and 
exhibit his paces, he whispered, “Are 
you buying or selling?” evidently in¬ 
tending to regulate things accordingly. 

| “A false balance is an abomination to 
! the Lord.” So are “divers weights and 
j measures. That is, weights and meas- 
' urcs that can be changed as the in¬ 
dividual buys or sells—large ones be¬ 
ing used when he buys, and small ones 
when he sells. 

The law of supply and demand gov¬ 
erns market prices, and of this law it is 
right to take advantage. “Buy in the 
cheapest market and sell in the dearest” 
is a sound commercial maxim; but it is 
wrong to use undue pressure to reduce 
the price of what we wish to buy or to 
increase the price of what we wish io 
sell, and it is equally wrong to adulter¬ 
ate goods or to sell a defective thing 
concealing its defects. Every device 
for “fleecing the lambs” has upon it the 
brand of Cain. 

The eighth commandment is a two- 
edged sword. It condemns the work¬ 
man who by being “guilty of eye-ser¬ 
vice,” robs his employer of his time, 
and the employer who robs the work¬ 
man of the just reward of his toil. 
“Behold,” says the Apostle James, “the 
hire of the laborer who mowed your 
! fields, which is of you kept back by 
fraud, crieth out; and the cries of them 
that reaped have entered into the ears 
of the Lord of Sabaoth.” It also con¬ 
demns the action of the piratical pub¬ 
lisher who robs an author of the 
! product of his brain. The motto of the 
American Copyright league goes straight 
! to the mark on this point.
